One the significant movements 
the present the effort the 
part scientific students human 
behavior reconcile bring 
within significant common con- 
ceptual frame reference the di- 
verse discoveries those who have 
worked the hitherto largely separ- 
ate areas sociology, psychology, 
and anthropology. Criminology, con- 
cerned with particular form 
human behavior which call 
criminal, cannot without 
main aloof from this interdisciplinary 
development. 

The lack any adequate theory 
crime has been frequently re- 
marked sociologists, some 
whom have attempted meet the 
need, albeit with seemingly inno- 
cent lack concern for the tough 
obstacles the way. has been 
tentatively suggested, for example, 
that the crime rate function 
the between frustration 
and expectancy punishment.

proportion frustration relatively 
great and the expectancy punish- 
ment relatively low, crime will 
increase. This, and other 
compassing theories, seem 
modest value and analogous trying 
terms high incidence germs 
and low expectancy sanitary 
engineering. the criminologist 
acquire the general principles that 
are essential effective treatment, 
must, sure, look for similari- 
ties but must beware lest the 
similarities broad that the re- 
sulting generalizations become super- 
ficial. 

Perhaps time that faced 
the fact that the generally used con- 
cept altogether too broad 
much use the serious in- 
vestigator criminal behavior. Fur- 
ther inquiry into the causes, treat- 
ment, and prevention crime like- 
quiries into the causes, treatment, 
and prevention sickness. Even 
medicine came classify diseases 
infectious, nutritional, glandular, 
degenerative, and on, and then 
identify the relation specific micro- 
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organisms vitamins specific 
disease syndromes; criminology, 
mature, must beyond such 
broad concepts those crime and 
such related and vaguely defined 
factors parental inadequacy and 
delinquency areas identification 
and analysis specific types crim- 
inal behavior and the specific etiolog- 
ical factors associated with them. 

this task beginning has al- 
ready been made, although its possi- 
bilities and implications for improv- 
ing the depth and precision our 
criminological knowledge seem not 
yet generally recognized 
those concerned professionally with 
the problem crime. 

Nineteenth-century European pi- 
oneers criminology, such Lom- 
broso and Ferri, attempted classifi- 
cation criminals terms pre- 
sumed etiological factors, but their 
categories Born criminal, Insane 
criminal, Habitual criminal, Chance 
criminal, and Criminal passion, 
have come appear illogical, er- 
roneous, and currently valueless 
the light developments 
bio-social sciences during the inter- 
vening period. 

There are, course, variety 
purposes for which useful classifica- 
tions are currently made: for ex- 
ample, penal administrators who 
may wish segregate prisoners into 
Restricted, Colony, Hospital, Psy- 
chiatric, and Delinquent groups 
into categories terms the factors, 
such Situational, Custodial, Anti- 
social, Medical, and Personality, 
determining 
treatment. With such classifications 
are not here concerned. 

What suggested here the de- 
velopment typologies crimes 
based upon much more detailed 
well much more comprehensive 
analysis the structure criminali- 
which will take full advantage 
the newer methods and concepts 
well the serviceable older ones 


that are among the current tools 
the behavioral sciences. 

For this purpose, legal classifica- 
tions crimes appear useful 
starting point, since the law reflects 
society’s primary concern with the 
criminal act and the social conse- 
quences criminal behavior. Public 
concern invariably focussed upon 
what criminals and not upon what 
criminals are like. The criminal 
becomes public interest 
characterized criminal only 
because has some degree of- 
fended society violating its crim- 
inal code. this sense, the crim- 
inal act primary; the criminal 
derivation. 

The use the criminal code 
point departure offers the ad- 
vantage concepts more sharply de- 
fined and standardized than most 
those elsewhere available social 
scientists, whose research efforts and 
comparative analyses are all too 
often left wither intellectual 
desert the mirage vague but 
enticing concepts for which there 
appears commonly understood 
referent. Though falling humanly 
short perfection, the courts have 
through the years refined and shaped 
the definitions criminal acts 
that there general agreement 
upon the essential characteristics 
and the boundaries each them. 

Criminal behavior may simply 
defined any act failure act 
which forbidden the criminal 
law and which punishable after 
prosecution the name the 
sovereign legally limited force. 
Crimes, defined, are sometimes 
grouped terms the immediate 
object criminal aggression 
crimes against the person, such 
murder, manslaughter, rape, and 
aggravated assault; against property, 
such forgery, embezzlement, theft; 
against government, such treason 
and espionage; and against public 
morals, such prostitution and 
commercialized vice. These group- 


ings are limited serviceability be- 
cause they oversimplify human be- 
havior and are not mutually ex- 
clusive. Nevertheless, such classifi- 
cation does invite attention im- 
portant major areas behavior 
with which our society concerned. 

Many criminal offenses involve 
specific, limited, 
well-defined, short interpersonal pro- 
ceeding (to use Murray’s phrase) 
which comes close being the 
primary unit with which the analysis 
social systems current action 
theory concerned. The gathering 
data about intensive small group 
interactions their natural settings, 
instead contrived laboratory 
situations, may prove helpful 
supplement observations made 
through one-way windows. Perhaps 
the possibilities the use the con- 
cept the significant link 
between the individual personality 
and the group social action struc- 
tures may illumined analysis 
the types situations and proces- 
ses known criminologists which 
role expectations may not ful- 
filled. any rate, whether crimin- 
ology and general theory social 
action can make mutually meaning- 
ful contributions, the detailed analy- 
sis specific interpersonal action 
processes criminology should bring 
increasingly greater measure 
depth and precision our under- 
standing and control criminal 
behavior and our adjustment it. 

put semantically unre-

The Social Consequences 
Criminal Homicide 


The social consequences homi- 
cide need extended consideration 
here. All who, recognizing our com- 
mon humanity, grant each the 
right live and develop his potenti- 
alities their fullest measure con- 
sistent with behavior implying 
similar right others will under- 
stand that the wilful and unnecessary 
destruction any human being 
grave social loss. The near unanimity 
the social response murder and 
the strength the demand for its 
punishment are measure the 
social shock and our determination 
our agreement upon the 
value place upon life. 

Advantages might accrue our 
sense proportion and perspective 
were weigh and compare the 
social consequences homicide with 


other types behavior; but that 
beyond the scope our present 
effort. Two examples may indicate 
the sort exploration that meant: 
First, our response 36,000 traffic 
fatalities year appears both less 
vigorous and less emotional than our 
reaction 7,000 criminal homicides, 
but those who are killed accidentally 
are just dead, and just unwill- 
ingly so, those who are killed 
negligence malice. fact, there 
some basis for arguing that there 
high proportion cases much 
logic attaching kill- 
ings accident killings with 
legal intent. put another way, 
think tend overestimate the 
evilness mind the murderer, and 
underestimate the auto driver. 
Second, when we, who comprise 
the organized body politic, permit 
our representatives put death 
deliberately and with premeditation 
one who has killed but who being 
custody longer imminent 
tion what deny ourselves the 
right individuals even under 
great provocation, and doing 
make clear, our act, that the 
individual human life not im- 


The Significance Data 
Homicide 


This far from complete analy- 
sis criminal homicide; fact, 
much necessary data are nowhere 
yet available. Continuing research 
desirable. The purpose this paper 
has been simply emphasize the 
need for thorough-going and co- 
ordinated analysis all the dis- 
ciplines involved not only homi- 
cide but each type crime and 
suggest very broad outline 
tentative pattern for such studies. 

Behavioral theory should benefit 
the corrective down-to-earth 
examination facts this area 
any other. the other hand, ap- 
plied criminology needs something 


more than “‘just the facts.” the 
work the practitioner crimin- 
ology have clarity aim and 
consistency application, needs 
grounded the increasing 
body knowledge and theory ac- 
quired the behavioral sciences and 
needs seen part this con- 
ceptual framework. 

more specific, the day 
day programs social action 
police, courts, clinics, churches, 
schools, and other agencies dealing 
with crime tend best weak 
and wasteful the extent that they 
are not based upon any common 
body reasonably verified princi- 
ples; exactly the work doctors, 
nurses, laboratory technicians, phar- 
macologists, public health officers, 
and medical researchers would 
weakened all these were not 
grounded the reasonably verified 
principles and theories biology 
and chemistry. Anyone who observes 
the daily practices district at- 
torneys, judges, policemen, proba- 
tion officers, penal administrators, 
chaplains, boys’ workers, and others 
must aware wide variations 
the assumptions that individuals and 
professional groups make about the 
basic sources human conduct and 
the factors that influence it. This 
certainly true Massachusetts, 
whose decline from its former pre- 
eminence applied criminology 
small measure due the fact 
that has lost, and finds difficult 
attract, especially into public serv- 
ice, workers demonstrated capacity 
because controlling intellectual 
climate unfavorable the spirit 
and implications behavioral sci- 
ence. 

Consequently, standards and prac- 
tices differ widely between one 
official and another, one agency and 
another; and our methods dealing 
with criminals are disjointed, atom- 
istic, and uncoordinated. The present

Friedrich Nietzsche was not think- 
ing the sites destruction and 
decay which our generation the 
witness when, 1881-82, wrote 
Europeans find ourselves confronted 
which few things are still standing, 
where much rotten and sinister, 
but almost everything already lies 
the ground rather scenically 
(where have there ever been more 
ruins?) and overgrown 
with weeds, large and small.” 

But the (Nullpunkt) 
1945, the reductio with 
which the Second World War ended, 
not the logical consequence the 
point view which characterized 
the beginning our excited cen- 
tury? Its poetry starts time that 
without God. book now recog- 
nized one the most important 
works since Oswald Spengler’s De- 
cline the West, giving diagnosis 
the spiritual state the world the 
field art, Hans Sedlmayer’s 
Verlust der Mitte (Loss the Mean). 
This title could well replace Nietz- 
sche’s crass dead.” The 
meaning the same. Nor the 
knowledge new. But the intensity 
the crisis, the impact the collapse 
matters both physical and spiritual, 
greater than before. Yet, other and 
earlier generations have experienced 
darkness, the incomprehensible, the 
irrational, the invasion godless- 


ness, demoniac principles, and cha- 
os. When the bicentennial Goethe 
was celebrated 1949, not the least 
important aspect the universal 
tribute paid this man was the 
recognition the fact that this 
great spirit the tensions which beset 
mankind were once again resolved 
higher sense that the tragedy 
man was overcome theodicy 
and the recognition God-in- 
Nature. Contrast with this the writ- 
ings Franz Kafka. early 
1910, foresaw the existential ap- 
prehensions our time. His books 
are grim documents the sense 
being lost, the effort solve rid- 
dles that can’t solved without 
metaphysical basis, added which 
was increasing religious longing: 
“Ich bin nicht von der allerdings 
schon schwer sinkenden Hand des 
Christentums ins Leben gefiihrt wor- 
den wie Kierkegaard und habe nicht 
den letzten Zipfel des davonfliegen- 
den jiidischen Gebetsmantels noch 
gefangen wie die Zionisten. Ich bin 
Ende oder Anfang.” 

The sometimes repelling verses 
Gottfried Benn stem from nihilism 
which, the last analysis, denies the 
sense reason altogether. Benn, 
the vice god who re- 
mains 

com- 
plete uprootedness, 
are the fundamental bases ex- 


istentialism. 1824 Goethe told 
Eckermann that did not want 
bewail the course his life. 
Grunde ist nichts als und 
gewesen .... war das 
ewige eines Steines, der 
immer von sein 
which Goethe alludes here, Albert 
Camus sees the ultimate expression 
the irony man’s life: will 
never roll the stone all the way the 
top the mountain but will see 
slip out his hands again and again. 
Man revenges himself the gods 
despising them, and yet, 
absurde dit ‘oui’ son effort n’aura 
plus The only reality 
art. “Enough writes 
Benn; mége kommen.” 
Benn stands the tradition 
Nietzsche and Stefan George, does 
Josef Weinheber, who, the stub- 
born battle against the betrayal 
the beautiful and the noble, against 
reality robbed God, wrestled his 
way through controlled form 
new, healing order life. His volun- 
tary death 1945 telling com- 
mentary the title his collected 
lyrics: Adel und Untergang, the logical 
inner consequence his philosophi- 
cal necessity. 

Surrealism, which its first, ex- 
pressionistic phase 
the works Hermann Stehr and 
Rainer Maria Rilke, develops 
magical realism illustrated 
Hermann Kasack’s noteworthy novel, 
Die Stadt hinter dem Strom. Die Gesell- 
Kreuder, has aspects reminiscent 
the situations which Kafka’s 
heroes find themselves. 

the world, conceived radical 
skepticism and without transcend- 
ence, belong also Thomas Mann and 
Hermann Hesse. Mann’s Dr. Faustus 
provoked both admiration and 
storm criticism (cf. Holthusen, 
Die Welt ohne Transzendenz). Her- 
Die Glasperlenspiel, which once 


prophecy and critique the times, 
leaves many questions unanswered, 
many his other works. 

Considering how oppressive the 
remarkable that new faith emerges, 
and that belongs readiness 
believe the visible world ap- 
pearances. Ernst Jiinger serves the 
best example this break-through 
reality. “We stand before the 
temple the invisible,” says he. 

Whereas Ernst Jiinger favors the 
style the diary, his younger bro- 
ther, Friedrich Georg Jiinger, prac- 
tices the art the aphorism. With 
these two should associated the 
work Hans Carossa, who may per- 
haps ranked the most faithful 
disciple Goethe our time.

Authors participate the work 
through irony and parody; there 
studied complexity symbolism, 
hidden implication, and preoccupa- 
tion with the typical rather than 
the individual. The situation the 
drama similar, possibly more pro- 
nounced. The dissolution old 
forms has produced the “epic thea- 
tre” Berthold Brecht, distinguished 
for its strongly social-revolutionary 
tendencies. One the most popular 
dramas Germany since the end 
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the war Carl Zuckmayer’s Des 
Teufels General. This piece, though 
written New England, far from 
the scene action, presents re- 
markable picture the conflict 
the decent man authoritarian 
state. 

Contemporary lyric nature 
particularly effective mode ex- 
pression for the presentation the 
elementary shocks our time. 
Poets such Hans Egon Holthusen, 
Manfred Hausmann, Marie Luise 
von Kaschnitz, and Schréder 
will not soon forgotten. 

the parerga (essays) which 
Bollnow wrote during the war 
and later published under the title 
Unruhe und Geborgenheit, interesting 
relationship shown between mo- 
dern poets and the Romanticists.

For the past nineteen months 
large part the interests and ener- 
gies the staff the African Re- 
search and Studies Program has 
been devoted building library 
facilities and making them available 
for use through proper classification 
and indexing. this primary goal, 
there has been from the first close 
working relationship with the staff 
the Chenery Library, which has 
similarly expended large amount 
time the project. 

Since 1953 the Library our re- 
quest has ordered 2020 books and 
pamphlets, and has entered sub- 
scriptions journals and 
newspapers. The books and pamph- 
lets have been catalogued and ar- 
ranged the shelves the Chenery 
Library. Selected journals and all 
newspapers are sent our Program 
Library. Thus, through newspaper 
coverage are receiving regularly 
daily news from every section 
Africa except North Africa. now 
receive all publications from almost 
dozen the many research insti- 
tutes scattered throughout Africa. 
These institutes are valuable 
source the most up-to-date re- 
search wide range subjects 
pertinent the problems the con- 
tinent. 

The selection all books has been 
largely the responsibility the Pro- 
gram staff, which has addition 
arranged area the books, journals, 
and reports located the Program 
Library. index all acquisitions 
pertaining Africa both Chenery 
Library and the Program offices 
has been prepared the Program 
staff for consultation Chenery 
Library. For easy access the most 


recent materials, certain journals 
have been indexed the Program 
staff and the beginnings compre- 
hensive clipping library initiated. 
Qualitatively our acquisitions have 
provided fairly complete ethno- 
graphic coverage all Africa and 
the adjacent islands and rich 
source material customary law 
for the continent whole. Politics 
and government and the activities 
missions are two additional areas 
considerable coverage. date, 
have made some inroads getting 
tory, and the demography Africa. 
And have made considerable 
start getting documentation 
the growing problems industrial- 
ization and labor relations Africa. 
Another the more recent interests, 
that the condition women and 
children, also fairly adequately 
covered, though the concentration 
materials this subject the 
moment Central and South Africa. 
proportion what presently 
available, our coverage folk art 
and literature not inconsiderable. 
Naturally this point there are 
areas where are, fact, almost 
totally lacking and others where 
feel our coverage weak. Quite 
frequently there just reliable 
material available. For this reason 
have little material the 
personalities importance Afri- 
can either the immediate 
past the contemporary scene. 
the same token, have little 
religion North Africa. North 
Africa still our least well covered 
area, and remedy this lack 
that will devote ourselves the 
immediate future. The field edu- 
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cation and libraries functioning 
institutions are negligibly covered 
our acquisitions. appreciable 
start, however, has been made 
documenting the fields public 
health, and material and mineral 
resources, 

While our major concern has been 
the acquisition basic working 
library collection, have been 
fortunate making two unique ac- 
quisitions which have value their 
antiquity and rarity. have 
permanent loan some 500 pages 
ethnographic notes made George 
Schwab, author and mission teacher 
for odd years among the Basa 
Tribes the French Cameroons. 
microfilm also have the ex- 
tremely rare two-volume work Die 
Pangwe Gunther Tessman.
